WASHINGTON, May 6 (AP)— 
The Senate has sent a $300,000,000 
federal aid to education bill to the 
House for the second year in a 
row. 

The measure was passed last 
night by a vote of 58 to 15 after 
all efforts to amend it were beat- 
en down. It would authorize ap- 
propriation of $300,000,000 annual- 
ly to help the states pay teacher 
salaries and other school operat- 
ing expenses. An argument ad- 
vanced by the bill’s supporters was 
that the current shortage of teach; 
ers is largely due to the low pay 
for teaching. 

By providing for the largest per 


pupil allotments to the poorest 
states, it is intended to more near- 


ly equalize education opportuni- 


ties throughout the nation. 
The funds would be divided 
among the states by a formula 
into account (A) the num- 
ber of children from 5 to 17 years 
of age and (B) the annual income 
payments in each state. 

The per child allotments to each 
state would vary from a minimum 
of $5 to slightly over $29. It has 
been estimated that Missouri 
would receive $3,790,000 a year, 
and Illinois $7,490,000,

US EXPLAINS 


“TS NEW POLY 
~ TOWARD JAPAN 


Larger Voice in Interna- 
tional Affairs Linked 
to Nation’s Economic 
Recovery. 


WASHINGTON, May 6 (AP)— 
The United States declared today 
that Japan should “be given in 
creasing direction of its own af- 
fairs in the international field.” 

A policy statement by the State 
Department said that beginning 
this process under the occupation 
has “obvious ad in de 
veloping a healthy international 
outlook” and “averting the con- 
fusion that might well arise from 
any abrupt removal of current re- 
strictions after a peace treaty.” 

The statement added: 

“The immediate resumption by 
Japan of some international re- 
sponsibilities in such fields as 
trade promotion, citizenship and 
property problems, cultural rela- 
tions, technical and scientific ar- 
rangements and exchanges would 
provide a substantia] contribution 
to the economic recovery of 
Japan.” 

The statement was issued in ex- 
planation of a new proposal to 


the ll-nation Far Eastern Com- 
Hission to permit the 2 
inter- 


accept invitations to attend 
national conferences. 

The proposal, submitted last 
month, has met with obpections 
from several of the Pacific allies, 
including Britain, France and the 
Philippines. It has not yet been 
acted on by the commission, which 
fixes Japanese occupation policy. 

The State Department explained 
the proposal would allow Japan to 
adhere to and take part in such 
international arrangements and 
agreements as other countries may 
be willing to conclude with Japan. 

This, the department contended, 
is in line with objectives of the 
1945 Potsdam agreement and poli- 
ses of the Far Eastern Commis- 
sion.

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WASHINGTON, May 6 (AP)— 
The United States Conference of 
Mayors told Congress today that 
public low-rent housing is the 
only means of providing decent 
housing for our lowincome fami- 


Mayor Thomas D’Alesandro Jr. 
of Baltimore filed with the House 
Banking Committee a statement 
by the conference indorsing the 
Administration housing bill. This 
measure calls for slum clearance, 
construction of low-rent housing 
and farm housing aids. 

In a separate statement, Mayor 
William O’Dwyer of New York 
told the committee: 

“Without the Federal aid pro- 
vided by the — bill there is 
little hope of clearing the slums 
and providing homes for low in- 
come veterans in any of our major 
cities. The costly job cannot be 
done by private builders at pres- 
ent costs.” 

O’Dwyer said New York City 
“desperately needs the Federal 
aid” if that city “is to make any 
real headway in solving its hous- 
ing problem.” His statement was 
read by T. F. Farrell, chairman of 
the New York City Housing Au- 
_ thority. 

D’Alesandro told the committee 
that private enterprise “is unable 
to touch the housing needs of our 
low-income families despite the

It included the first official 
U.N. appraisal of the effects of 
the European Recovery program, 
as well as outspoken criticism of 
“interference and restriction in 
trade” for political reasons on both 
sides of the “iron curtain.” 
Main Points in Survey. 
The major aspects of recovery 
brought out in the survey were: 

1. Industrial production in Eu- 
rope rose by 16 per cent and 
agricultural production by 12 
per cent during 1948. 

2. In the Soviet Union, in- 
dustrial production rose by 27 
per cent and the grain harvest 
returned to the prewar level. 

3. The productivity of labor 
rose about 9 per cent. 

4. There was substantial im- 
provement in the rate of capital 
formation, and the volume of 
investment exceeded the 1938 
level by one third. 

5. Overseas exports increased 
by 30 per cent, while imports 
were reduced by 7 per cent. 

6. There was a gradual return 
to conditions of monetary stabil- 


ity. 

7. A major contribution to the 
increase in European produc- 
tion was a “spectacular re- 
covery” in the western zones of 
Germany, where output reached 
64 per cent of the prewar level 
at the close of 1948.

The maintenance even of exist- 
ing living standards in Europe 
will depend largely on Europe’s 
continued ability to obtain the 
necessary supplies of raw mate- 
rials from abroad, at present “only 
temporarily assured through the 
financial assistance provided by 
the United States.”

United States is simultaneously 
the most highly-developed indus- 
trial country of the world, the 
world's largest surplus area and 
Europe’s largest supplier of pri- 
mary products.

The only really practicable solu- 
tion to Europe's ills, said the sur- 
vey, would be long-term American 
investment, deprived of its present 
emergency character, and planned 
“in a manner that would

The United States would have 
to determine long in advance the

Miller asserted in an interview 
that much of the work of these 
two chief agencies now engaged 
in the Missouri valley development, 
in separate programs already run- 
ning into hundreds of millions of 
dollars, should be halted until a 
hew policy can be established. 

He charged that the Reclama- 
tion Bureau and the Army engi- 
neers, by their actions in the Mis- 
souri basin and elsewhere are 
taking this country down to so- 
cialism.” This was a reversal of 
the often made arid equally often 
denied allegation that the pro- 
posed Missouri Valley Authority, 
which would supplant Inter- 
agency, is “socialistic” and de- 
structive of private enterprise. 

U.S. Interference. 

Miller, a Democrat, who was 
governor of Wyoming in the 1930s, 
was interviewed here as he set 
out on a delayed vacation. He 
lives at Cheyenne, Wyo., and has 
mining interests. He made it clear 
that he objects to interference 
with the private electric power in- 
dustry such as that being at- 
tempted by the present plans and 
such as an MVA would undertake. 

The natural resources task force, 
whose findings were sustained to 
a. considerable extent by the 
Hoover commission, urged elimina- 
tion of the present Interagency 
setup, which it would supplant 
with its proposed federal depart- 
ment of resources. The Missouri 
Basin Interagency Committee, vol- 
untary co-ordinating body for the 
federal and state agencies hand- 
Ung the expanded Pick-Sloan plan, 
has expressed resentment of the 
task force criticisms. 

In reply to a question as to 
what he thought should be done 
with the Missouri valley work, 
pending settlement of the question 
of substituting the new depart- 
ment or an MVA, Miller said: 

“We 
moratorium on Reclamation Bu- 


reau and Army engineers’ proj- 


ects, pending gathering of more 
hydrological data. Nothing was 
put before our task force to show 
that these agencies had knowledge 
there would be enough water to 
operate their projects. Nobody was 
able to prove to us they had such 
data to justify the projects.” 

He mentioned in this connection 


the divergent operating needs, as 
to water, of irrigation, flood con- 
trol, power and navigation plans. 


Criticism Based on HR1770. 

Miller based much of his criti: 
cism on a bill, HR1770, pending in 
the House at Washington, which 
he said was being backed by the 
Reclamation Bureau “so they can 
compete with the Army.” 

A notable feature of this meas- 
ure would be to permit the Secre- 
tary of the Interior to charge part 
of the cost of reclamation proj- 
ects, such as big irrigation-power 
dams, off to various features for 
which the federal treasury would 
not be reimbursed from private 
sources. In general, reclamation 
projects have been chargeable to 
irrigation and power users, but 
their cost has been soaring in re- 
cent years, like all construction 
work, 

HR1770 would permit allocation 
of non-reimbursable portions af 
the cost to flood control, naviga- 
tion, preservation and propagation 
of fish and wildlife, recreation, 
general salinity control, sediment 
(silt) control, “the improvement 
of public transportation“ -a pro- 
vision which stumped Miller's cré- 
dulity; protection of public health, 
promotion of national defense, and 
“fulfillment of international obli- 
gations.” Flood control and navi- 
gation have been in the Army’s 
province. 


Hungry Horse Dam. 

“Take Hungry Horse Dam, in 
the Columbia basin in Montana, 
for example,” said Miller. “It 
started out as a $40,000,000 re- 
clamation project but now is up 
to $130,000,000. Perhaps the Sec- 
retary of the Interior is going to 
Say that dam is worth $10,000,000 
to the public health, so the tax- 
payers will have to bear that part 
of the cost as a non-reimbursable 
feature.

It turned a cold shoul- 


der. If it would have no part of the Truman 
Administration's over-all plan for the economic 
rebuilding of Europe, it has little to do to 
come hat in hand now on an individual basis. 

The case against Spain is both dissimilar and 
at the same time much the same. Czechoslo- 
vakia is controlled by the Communists. Franco's 
black Spain is probably the most anti-Communist 
country in all Europe. Yet both are iron-handed 
dictatorships. Both are police states. Both 
either suppress or curtail basic civil liberties. 
In both the press is wholly subservient to highly 
centralized authority. 

Foreign Minister Bevin has just reminded the 
House of Commons how undemocratic Spain is. 
He told the British lawmakers that for more 
than a year he has tried to bring about the re- 
opening of seven British Protestant chapels in 
Madrid and elsewhere—chapels which were of- 
ficially closed under the Spanish “bill of rights”! 
Bevin rightly contrasted this fact with the prom- 
ise by the Spanish Ambassador in London in 
1937, on behalf of Franco, that “ful! religious 
liberty would be granted to all classes and 
creeds in Spain.” | 

The Spanish totalitarianism was dispassion- 
ately described by Homer Bigart in a series of 
dispatches in this newspaper two months ago. 
Suppression of freedom of worship is only one 
of the counts in that able reporter’s long bill of 
indictments. 

When the Chase National Bank lent Franco 
$25,000,000, it did so as a private institution, 
even though it may have hoped to have this 
money protected by federal loans. That big 
New York banking institution may have known 
that Spain was about to ask the Export-Import 
Bank in Washington for perhaps as much as 
$200,000,000. 

The Chase Bank's loan is the Chase Bank's 


responsibility. That is a matter between it and 


Franco. Certainly, that loan is no responsibility 
of the. United States Government. Franco is not 
entitled to a red cent of the American people's 
money. He does not believe in the freedoms of 
our form of government and we do not counte- 
nance the repressions practiced by his. He can- 
not very well apply at the Kremlin, but he can 


try Argentina. 


Judge Catanzaro’s Remarks 

That was a neat and accurate bit of philoso- 
phizing done by Police Judge Catanzaro in 
speech before the Co-operative Club. “Men 
have gambled for the last 2000 years, and law 
enforcement officers aren't going to stop them 
now,” said he. Yes, men have gambled for 
the last 2000 years, though that is a modest 
estimate, and they will gamble for thousands 
of years in the future. It is an ineradicable 
trait of human nature. 

But the Judge goes on, in effect, to defend 
commercialized gambling which can and must 
be controlled hy the law authorities. “The policy 
racket here at one time was worth $3,000,000 
to its operators,” he says. That is big business. 
As to placing bets on horses, that will go on 
regardless of whether the Southwestern Bell 
Telephone Co. takes out telephones.” 

The Judge is naive, indeed, if he supposes the 
big policy rings and big horse games can exist 
without the neglect or the connivance of police 
and prosecutors. These operations are easily 
detectable. They cannot be concealed. And in 
most cases where they exist, there is a payoff 
to the law authorities. Commercialized gambling 
causes murder and other forms of violence. 

We hope the time will never come when 
snoopers break into private homes, with search 
warrant or not, to disturb groups of friends 
who gather for poker or bridge. That kind of 
gambling does not involve the corruption of 
public officials. It is the business of those who 
engage in it. But it is in a far different cate- 
gory from the rackets operated by hoodlums. 

At a time wien St. Louis is intensely con- 
cerned with the commercialized gambling prob- 
lem, Judge Catanzaro’s remarks afe peculiarly 
unfortunate.

The facts are: First, that private electricity 
and gas service are essential in the same way 
that federal postal service and municipal water 
service are essential. Second, that privately 
owned utilities are publicly controlled in their 
prices, profits and many other matters. Third, 
that a utility’s wage bill profoundly affects its 
prices. These facts add logically to a case for 
bringing utility wages and working conditions 
under public regulation. i 

If this were done, a Laclede Gas or Union 
Electric employe would be in much the same 
situation as a civil service employe of St. Louis. 
He would be expected not to strike. He could 
even be fairly subject to penalties for striking, 
because he would no longer need the strike 
weapon. A public body ‘equivalent to the St. 
Louis Civil ‘Service Commission would period- 
ically adjust his wages to the prevailing wage 
level. Keeping the peace would be the day-by- 
day job of this body, whereas both the King- 
Thompson Act and the milder substitute call 
in a state board only after the clash of man- 
agement and union has put the fat in the fire. 

It is fair to utility owners to regulate their 
rates, so it is fair to regulate their wage scales. 
It is fair for their employes to accept the pre- 
vailing level of wages which is worked out in 
ordinary industries where labor retains the 
freedom to strike. It is fair to members of the 


public in their role of consumers that they 


should pay rates which include the cost of fair 
wages. 

Therefore, instead ‘of replacing the King- 
Thompson Act with a toothless law, the Legis- 
lature’s effort would be better spent by pro- 
viding new machinery to insure all-round fair- 
ness and remove the motive for striking.

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A Date With the Meat Hounds 

Representative Tom Shockley’s bill to stop 
the conservation of Missouri fish and wildlife 
is set to come up in the House on the afternoon 
of May 24. It not only demands rejection, it 
demands such overwhelming rejection that fur- 
ther attacks on conservation will be discouraged. 

The “meat-hounds,” who’are not content with 
a sportsmani’s share of the fish and wildlife, but 
want to gorge. themselves, propose to strip the 
State Conservation Commission of its powers to 
make conservation regulations. They would 
make it a conservation commission without any 


authority to conserve. They would take from. 


Missouri all the gains it has made in 13 years of 
fish*and wildlife conservation, and would insure 
that in the future it would achieve nothing but 
losses. 

This is the seventh time the meat-hounds 
have been out after the Conservation Commis- 
sion. They have been turned back by popular 
referendums and by the Legislature six times. 
May the House convince them at last that theirs 
is a hopeless case.

Those Shrewd Chinese Communists 


Demands for the West to get out of China appeal greatly to the 
hunger for national independence, writer says; yet Chinese people 
need things they can get only from us, not from Russia; so our side 
is not licked yet unless we forget our own. liberating mission.

The Chinese Communists are winning 
more than battles in China. They are 
scoring propaganda successes on a front 
that covers all Asia, where the primary 
phenomenon since World War II has been 
and is nationalism—a drive toward com- 
plete independence that transcends, as 
Owen Lattimore has observed, any idea of 
social revolution alone. 


This is a drive that appeals to millions 
of Asiatics uninterested in or unacquainted 
with Communism, and the Communists in 
China have done a smart job of selling it. 
We may suspect the strings that bind them 
to Moscow, but in China they are made to 
seem invisible, or at worst, mere strings in- 


" deed compared to the “imperialistic chains” 


with which the Communists contend that 
the United States, Britain and France have 
bound poor China for lo these many 
decades. 3 8 


Easy Targets for Propaganda 


For their propaganda the Communists 
have had the boon of a tangible target— 
the presence in China of Anglo-French 
American planes, warships, or military per- 
sonnel—as well as the advantageous lack 
of any identifiable Russian contributions 
to their military strength. Their movement, , 
to many a Chinese eye, has been made to 
seem purely “native,” and their opposition, 
now almost vanished, to be the puppet of 
“foreign devil” masters. 


This is the background for the latest 
Communist demand, voiced on the eve of 
apparent triumph, that Britain, the United 
States and France “quickly withdraw their 
armed forces, warships and military air- 
craft” from China. The fact that the West 
is already on the run will not blunt the 
edge of this propaganda knife but sharpen 
it. 

It is only a few red-letter days since 
Communist gunners with as much impun- 
ity as accuracy, blasted British warships 
off the Yangtze, or since American war- 
ships, “reappraising” the lesson of that in- 
cident, fied from Shanghai to safer waters 


“working contacts” with them—and the 
Communists followed up with their newest 
demand that the West clear out. 


Russia Can't Follow Through 


ruin. The immediate case of Shanghai is 
an illustrative point; this metropolis of al- 
most 6,000,000, virtually under siege, still is 
dependent on American supplies for 60 per 
cent of its food, 60 per cent of the ma- 
teriala without which its factories remain 
idle. The Communists possibly could take 
Shanghai tomorrow, but unless they are 
able—despite their propaganda—to offer 
and maintain a decent relationship with 
the West, they would be taking on a face- 
losing burden of starvation, unemployment 
and political chaos. 


Challenge to American Principles 


How we exploit the opportunity before us 
remains to be seen. The establishment of 
“working contacts,” already sought by 
American business men in the North, 
where Chinese ores are needed Hor our pro- 
gram in Japan, seems a sensible beginning. 
The good record of the Communists to 
date in protecting foreign civilians in Muk- 


den, Peiping and Nanking is temporary 


proof that Western guns are not needed for 
their protection, and the disappearance of 
our armed forces from the propaganda- 
target scene may turn out to be an advan- 
tage. 

We have been taking a licking in China, 
but we are not out of the running yet. The 
British, in World War II, were. able to 
“bend” the radar target-waves of German 
aircraft, and lead them to bomb empty 
marshes instead of populous cities. As long 
as over-extended Russia remains short of 
all it would take to reconstruct China, as 
long as that vast country’s problems re- 
main so enormous, there is the opportunity 
that we can “bend” the newest Chinese 
revolution in a direction less ominous than 
Moscow might intend. 


It will take more than the leverage of 
our economic power. It will take diplomacy, 
and propaganda, and more evidence than 
we have yet shown that in Asia as else- 
where we understand and support the na- 
tionalist drives to complete independence 
and to full equality with the West.

Shrewdly motivated, the “Journal” was 
meant for publication. 
evolved lectures which in turn he refined 
into essays. About it he was a bit dubious: 
“It is not easy to write in a journal what 
interests us at any time, because to write 
it is not what interests us.” But into it 


he poured the essence of a journal ag he. 


saw it: “a record of experiences and growth, 
not a preserve of things well done or said.” 

In its entirety it fills 14 volumes with a 
total of nearly 2,000,000 words, a succulent 
6000-word sample of which was included in 
the Viking “Portable Thoreau” two years 
ago (“Post-Dispatch,” 28 March 1947). Its 
effect is at the very least “the incremen- 
tal one of mass.” But its smallest features 
are worth perusal, for everywhere in it 
are flashes of that awareness which early 
apprenticed him to Nature (when only 12 
he had made collections for Agassiz) and 
throughout his life gave him distinguished 
membership among her most superb jour- 
neymen. “I cannot conceive,” he wrote, 
“of any life which deserves the name, un- 
less there is a certain tender relation to 
Nature.”

He explained that he 
had a dispute with Claude De- 
bussy over the casting of the 
opera at its world premiere in 
Paris and was so enraged he re- 
fused to see it. ‘ 

“The Blue Bird” brought Maeter- 
linck his greatest popularity in the 
United States. He received an 
ovation when he attended the pre- 
miere at the Metropolitan Opera 
House in New York. Later, it was 
made into a motion picture, with 
Shirley Temple playing the lead- 
ing role. 

Maeterlinck first visited the 
United States in 1919, but he can- 
celled a lecture tour because of 
legal tangles concerning it. How- 
ever, when he returned to France 
he commented that “I got enough 
popularity in America to last me 
the rest of my life.” 

Maeterlinch was born in Ghent, 
Belgium, Aug. 29, 1862, the son of 
wealthy parents. His career as an 
author began in 1889 with publica- 
tion of a volume of verse and a 
Play. 7 

He was twice married. His first 
wife was Georgette Le Blanc, a 
French actress who appeared in 
some of his succéssful plays. She 
divorced him when he fell in love 
with his youthful secretary, 
Selysette Dahon, 30 years his 
junior. He married her in 1919, and

Topping the list for the rich 
Classic, which will have a gross 
Value of $119,650 if all go to the 
post tomorrow at 4:30 p.m., cen- 
tra] standard time, was Fred W. 


Hooper’s Olympia, the favorite. 

If Olympia is as right as he’s 
been in the last few months, and 
there’s no doubt in Trainer Ivan 
Parke's mind that he is, a victory 
would add $91,600 to the Hooper 
coffers. This would be the third 
richest Derby in history. Assault 
won $96,400 in 1946, and Jet Pilot 
collected $92,160 a year later. 

The entry box had hardly 
opened at 7 a.m., before Trainer 
Woody Stephens walked in and 
put the name of Woodvale Farm's 
Halt in for the mile and one- 
quarter test for the nation’s lead- 
ing three-year-olds. Fifteen min- 
utes before the box closed at 10 
a. m., Trainer Hirsch Jacobs en- 
tered the fourteenth candidate— 
Palestinian, owned jointly by 
Isidor Bieber and Jatobs. It is 
the first Derby for Jacobs, famed 
trainer of Stymie, world’s greatest 
money-winning horse owned by 
his wife, Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs 
of New York. 

In the interim, trainers or 
agents came in with ‘the others, 
all hopeful they will be able to 
match the lightning speed of 
Olympia, which hasn’t met defeat 
since Old Rockport licked him in 
the Santa Anita Derby in Febru- 


ary. 

Old Rockport, owned by Clif- 
ford Mooers, will get his chance 
to do it again tomorrow for the 
benefit of some 100,000 bug-eyed 
patrons.

POLISHING TO ADD 

TRILLIONS OF MILES 
TO MIRROR’S VISION 
PASADENA, Calif, May 6 (AP) 


—Palomar observatory’s 200-inch 
telescope is expected to see 600 


n million trillion miles farther into 


space than had been anticipated. 
Its face was dirty when the first 
photographs were made last Feb- 
ruary. A film of oll and dust had 
collected on the mirror’s surface 
during the testing that followed 
its installation atop Palomar 
Mountain. 
This film was not removed be- 
fore the first photographs were 
taken, says Dr. Edwin P. Hubble, 
Palomar astronomer, because sci- 
entists knew that the mirror need- 
ed further polishing This final 
polishing is to get under way this 
month. 
A band about 18 inches wide 
around the outer edge of the mir- 
ror has been found to be 20 mil- 
lionths of an inch too high. It will 
be polished down to the correct 
level—a job requiring six months. 
With its face clean and polished, 
the Palomar telescope should be 
able to pierce the curtain of space

CORPUS CHRISTI, Tex. May 
6 (AP)—Whether the world popu- 
lation of whooping cranes will be 
boosted from the present 33 to 35 
may depend on whether two eggs 
found by C. A. Keefer are fertile. 

Keefer, manager of the 47,500- 
acre Arkansas National Wildlife 
Refuge near here, said today he 
isn’t sure they are fertile. He 
won't know for a long time, he 
added. 

The near-extinct whooping crane,

F you're considering the tour which we 

recommended down Highway 21 into 

of the Ozark ‘country, you'll have to 
this column together with the one which 


throug 
Gap Wildlife 
Refuge. Here you 
wil see Missouri 
forest under expert 
timber Manage- 
ment; with planta- 
tions of pine, girdling operations where cull trees 
have been taken out and left to rot and build 
humus on the forest floor, and a fine growth of 
forest shrubs and grasses where the timber has 
been thus opened up. Here the valuable trees 
are putting on fast growth, there is deer browse 
in abundance, and the steepest slopes on the 
watershed are being 
the fine work of the Forest Service. 
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AT CENTERVILLE you may want to stop 
at Reed spring; a headwaters spring which is 
beautiful rather than spectacular. Although it 
is privately owned, we were courteously received 
on our last visit there. Ellington will be your 
next stop, in Reynolds county, and here again 
you are faced with alternatives. But first take 
time to spend an hour or two in Deer Run State 
Park, which is one of our good deer and turkey 
refuges. In mid-day there isn’t much chance for 
seeing wild game, but in either early morning or 
late evening you may surprise a band of deer. 
Turning west from Ellington on 106 will bring 
you to the Current river at Powder Mill Ferry or, 
as the postoffice puts it, Owls Bend. Bill Smith, 
who operates both ferry and postoffice, has often 
put us up in comfortable cabins there; well-sup- 
plied with bedding and cooking utensils although 
you must have your own food with you. 
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IF YOU EXPECT fo spend a day in the area— 
and this is well worth while—you can also put 
up at the beautiful Blue Spring Lodge which is 
a mile or two off the highway. Hugh Denny 
dropped by the farm a few days ago to teil us 
he and his family are in residence there and 
the lodge open for the season. Blue Spring 
Lodge is unique among Ozark resorts—a big, 
rambling building of great pine log, beauti- 
fully set on a “bench” above Current river no 
more than a stone’s throw from Biue Spring 
which I have described so many times in this 
column. Here are all the conveniences for which 
anyone could ask—the big living room with log 
fireplace, comfortable and well-appointed rooms, 
running water, places for the youngsters to play 
safely, excellent food. It is a place to spend a 
day or a week—and from it you can float the 
river with experienced guides or make drives to 
surrounding points of interest. Tou'd want to 
make reservations, which you can do by address- 
ing the Lodge at Ellington. It has been said by 
many who know the Ozarks well that the drive 
from Powder Mill to Eminence and thence up 
Highway 19 to Round Spring is the most beauti- 
ful in Missouri and Td be inclined to agree. The 
time to make this is very early in the morning, 
when the mist hangs in a thousand hollows 
and creek valleys as you drive the high ridges in 
bright sunlight. As you watch, the tops of all 
the ridges are in view. Then, as the mist starts 
to rise, they are obscured in fleecy cotton-wool 
which starts to evaporate as it strikes the warm, 
sun-lit air. But to believe it, you must go and 
see it for yourself. 
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FARTHER SOUTH along 21 you arrive at 
Van Buren, crossing the Current river on the 
high bridge and looking down into crystal waters 
below. There are several places to stay here; at 
one of the good cabin camps in town or out at 
Big Spring State Park; at Current River Lodge; 
or with our good friend Ben Davis of the Rose 
Cliff Hotel. Ben is a leading Missouri conserva- 
tionist and an expert on the wild flowers of that 
region. These are quite different from the ones 
we know up here and include many beautiful 
orchids. If you’re lucky, Ben may show you 
some of his most prized specimens; or in the 
evening may get out his fine color slides and 
projector. 

There are many things to do at Van Buren. 
First of all you will want to visit Big Spring, out- 
standing among all the natural -wonders and 
beauties of the Ozarks. Once you've seen it, I 
think you'll agree we want no Army Engineers’ 
high dams to destroy the great Missouri springs, 
and I hope you will write your Congressman to 
that effect the moment you arrive home again. 
Big Spring will not be totally destroyed by the 
Doniphan dam, but water will be backed up into 
the spring branch and at times will cover the 
entire state park as well as the spring itself. 
Most folks who see this beautiful spot content 
themselves with looking at the spring and pic- 
nicking in the area provided for this purpose. 
But Big Spring State Park comprises some 6000 
acres of wild land where there are many deer 
and other forms of wildlife; and a profusion of 
tree, shrub, and wildflower varieties which would 
take a botanist years to classify. It is your 
property, to be explored and enjoyed by you

Fix It Yourself

S we were saying just the 
A omer morning while taking a 

shower which had stopped 
showering “pipes get clogged for 
all sorts of reasons.” 

One of these reasons is a de- 
posit of minerals inside the pipes 
which builds up until there is just 
no room for water to get through. 
A deposit of this kind is pretty 
rough to get out—even for an ex- 
pert. But sometimes a pipe will 
clog because a collection of rust 
and dirt has caught some place. 

About the best way to clear a 
stoppage of this sort is to use the 
pressure of one line to clear the 
other. If the hot water line is 
out of kilter, take a length of 
garden hose and connect it be- 
tween a hot and cold water fau- 
cet. Now turn off the hot water 
supply valve and then either dis- 
connect the line in the basement 
or open a hot water faucet on 
some fixture below the obstruc- 


tion. 

Open the hot water faucet con- 
nected to the hose and then open 
the cold water tap at the other 
end, If all goes well the pressure 
of the cold water will rush 
through the hot water line and 
push, out the dirt and rust. If 
the cold water line is clogged you 
just do things the other way 
around.

XPERIENCED teachers and wise parents do not create
